so that they may carry their offensive, 
whenever the time for it arrives, out- 
side German territory, and extending 
their intrigues east and west, so that 
a renewed struggle for Teutonic su- 
premacy may again wear the aspect 
of a world war.

These observations of an English 


writer in the Fortnightly Review are 
in the main but repetitions of what 
we have beard from timo to time evei 
since the war. 
Such appears to be 


the pretty generally accepted view. 
But General Ludendorff now flatlj 
contradicts it, fao far at least as he 
himself is concerned. In an interview 
obtained by a correspondent of the 
New York Herald he declares that he 
wants no war of revenge, that the jise 
of military force by France to collect 
her dues would be disastrous to Ger- 
many, and he warns the German peo- 
ple that "the French armies will set- 
tle the reparations differences unless 
Germany finds a working agreement 
with France and Great Britain where- 
by both sides can protH '* According 
to the Herald's correspondent, Luden- 
dorff has no expectation that France 
will accept, bankruptcy and let Ger- 
many go in peace. Therefore he op- 
poses the Stmnes program of "prolit- 
able'procrastination," declaring that 
experience has taught him. that it 
does not paj to dispute with the man 
who has all the military advantage on 
his side. 
Obviously this is prudent 


counsel, for in infantry, cavalry, ar- 
tilleiy and aviation the French are 
powerful and efficient, and nobodv 
knows this better than the watchful 
Ludendorff, who is quoted as saying 
that there is only one way out for 
Germany: to make the best bargain 
she can and settle her reparation bill.
